SECURITY COUNCIL-MIDDLE EAST 

SC CONVENED AT 6:00PM OCT. 8, AT US REQUEST. TO CONSIDER 
MIDDLE EAST SITUATION, AND HEARD STATEMENTS BY US, EGYPT, CHINA, 
ISRAEL, UK AND USSR. SC PRES MCINTYRE (AUSTRALIA) CALLED 
ATTENTION TO SYG'S LETTER (S/11013) INFORMING SC EGYPT 
REQUESTED IMMEDIATE EVACUATION OF UN MILITARY OBSERVERS TO CAIRO, 
AND AT CONCLUSION OF MEETING HE ASKED COUNCIL MEMBERS TO 
CONSULT WITH HIM REGARDING IT. SC ADJOURNED AT 7:30 AND 
NEXT MEETING SCHEDULED FOR 3:30PM, OCT 9. 

SCALI STATED REPORTS FROM UN SOURCES APPEARED INDICATE 
ATTACKS IN GOLAN HEIGHTS INITIATED BY SYRIAN MIG AIRCRAFT AND 
FIRST FIRING ON SUEZ FRONT, AT SAME TIME AS SYRIAN ATTACK, WAS 
FROM WEST TO EAST. ON INDICATIONS OF POSSIBLE OUTBREAK US TOOK IN- 
TENSIVE DIPLOMATIC EFFORTS IMMEDIATELY IN HOPES OUTBREAK MIGHT BE 
PREVENTED. GIVEN SITUATION, US FELT IT COULD NOT FAIL TO EXERCISE 
ITS RESPONSIBILITIES AS PERM SC MEMBER. US PROPOSED NOT 
ASSESS RESPONSIBILITY, BUT HELP PROMOTE SOLUTION. THERE 
WERE THREE PRINCIPLES SC MUST SEEK TO APPLY: MILITARY 
OPERATIONS MUST BE HALTED; CONDITIONS IN AREA MUST BE RESTORED 
THAT WOULD BE CONDUCIVE TO SETTLEMENT OF LONGSTANDING 
DIFFERENCES IN AREA, AND "LEAST DAMAGING WAY TO BRING THIS 
ABOUT" WOULD BE FORE PARTIES CONCERNED TO RETURN TO 
POSITIONS BEFORE HOSTILITIES BROKE OUT; AND FOUNDATIONS SO 
LABORIOUSLY ACHIEVED IN PAST FOR NEGOTIATIONS LOOKING TOWARD PEACE 
MUST NOT BE DESTROYED UNDER STRESS OF MILITARY EMERGENCY. 

EGYPTIAN FONMIN EL-ZAYYAT CHARGED ISRAEL ATTACKED EGYPTIAN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FORCES OCT. 8, AND EGYPTIANS COUNTER-ATTACKED ACROSS SUEZ 
AND HOISTED THEIR FLAG ON THEIR OWN TERRITORY. QUESTIONING 
US REFERENCE TO UN REPORTS, HE DECLARED NO UN OBSERVERS 
AT EL ZA AFAR AN A AND EL SUKHNA TO WITNESS ISRAELI ATTACKS. 

HE CLAIMED CEASEFIRE RESES ONLY TERMPORARY AND AFTER 
90-DAY EXPIRATION EGYPT STATED IT WAS NO LONGER BOUND BY 
CEASEFIRE. IF "RETURN TO POSTIONS BEFORE HOSTILITIES BROKE OUT" 

MEANT RETURN TO 1967 BORDERS, HE AGREED, BUT ANY OTHER INTER- 
PRETATION WAS INVITATION FOR ONE STATE TO OCCUPY ANOTHER. 

HUANG HUA (CHINA ) SAID ISRAELI ZIONISTS, "WITH CONNIVANCE 
AND SUPPORT OF SUPERPOWERS" HAD BEEN "FRANTICALLY PURSUING 
POLICY OF AGGRESSION AND EXPANSION OVER LONG PERIOD" AND 
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OCT 6 LAUNCHED FRESH MILITARY ATTACKS AGAINST EGYPT, 

SYRIA AND PALESTINIAN GUERRILLAS. IT WAS "PERFECTLY IUST" FOR ARAB 
COUNTRIES TO "RISE IN RESISTANCE TO INVADING ENEMIES 
ON THEIR OWN SACRED TERRITORIES." HE DESCRIBED AS "PREPOSTEROUS" 
PROPOSAL EGYPT AND SYRIA WITHDRAW TO THEIR POSITIONS PRIOR 
TO COUNTER-ATTACK, AND SAID IF SC TO ADOPT ANY RES IT SHOULD CONDEMN 
ISRAELI ZIONIST AGGRESSION AND SUPPORT ARAB PEOPLES. 

ISRAELI FONMIN EBAN EMPHASIZED ALL AVENUES TO PEACE 
TRIED EXCEPT NEGOTIATIONS, NOTED ISRAEL SENT LETTER TO SC 
ABOUT ATTACK BY EGYPT AND SYRIA, HOPED EGYPTIAN FONMIN WOULD 
BRING SOME EVIDENCE OF HIS "ODIOUS FALSEHOOD" OF ISRAELI 
ATTACK WHICH THEY BOTH KNEW NEVER HAD TAKEN PLACE, AND 
SAID HE WOULD LIKE TO ADDRESS SC FURTHER AT FUTURE MEETING. 

MAITLAND(UK) NOTED FIGHTING IN THAT VITALLY IMPORTANT AREA 
CARRIED WITH IT "GRAVE RISKS THAT CONFLAGRATION WILL SPREAD," SUPPORT 
ED 

SC RES 242, AND SUGGESTED SC HAD RESPONSIBILITY TO: 1) ISSUE 
URGENT CALL FOR CESSATION OF FIGHTING , AND 2) "TREAT THESE 
TRAGIC EVENTS AS CATALYSIT FOR STARTING GENUINE DIPLOMATIC 
PROCESS IN ORDER TO ACHIEVE PEACEFUL STEELEMENT." 

MALIK (USSR) DID NOT REGARD IT AS APPROPRIATE TO CONVENE 
SC NOW, SUPPORTED "VICTIMS OF AGGRESSION", 

CONSIDERED THEIR WISH TO "DRIVE OUT FOREIGN OCCUPIERS" LEGI- 
TIMATE, AND MENTIONED "REACTIONARY CIRCLES" AND ISRAEL’S 
"PATRONS." HE SAID NO NEW SC DECISIONS REQUIRED BUT 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ONLY IMPLEMENTATION OF PREVIOUS ONES, AND CONCLUDED THAT WITHOUT 
CLEARCUT STATEMENT BY ISRAEL ON ITS READINESS TO WITHDRAW 
IMMEDIATELY FROM ALL OCCUPIED TERRITORIES THERE COULD BE NO 
CONSTRUCTIVE SC DECISION ON ME. 

GA PLENARY-MIDDLE EAST, GENERAL DEBATE 

GA OCT 8 AGAINST INTERRUPTED GENERAL DEBATE WHEN PRES 
BENITIES (ECUADOR) STATED AT OUTSET IF THERE WAS NO OBJECTION 
HE WOULD GIVE TO EGYPT, SYRIA AND ISRAEL (WHO HAD SUBMITTED 
DOCUMENTS A/9190, A/9203, A/9204) TO MAKE STATEMENTS OF 
INFORMATIVE CHARACTER. RIGHTS OF REPLY WERE EXERCISED 
BY SAUDI ARABIA AND ZAIRE. GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS THEN MADE 
BY YEMEN, HUNGARY, DAHOMEY, JORDAY, UKRAINE, KUWAIT, BOLIVIA, 
SOMALIA, AND BELGIUM. DURING AFTERNOON EGYPTIAN REP 
INTERRUPTED DEBATE TO ANNOUNCE ISRAELIS HAD BOMBED PORT 
SAID. 

TAKING UP GENERAL COMITE REPORT, GA APPROVED WITHOUT 
OBJECTION INCLUSION IN AGENDAOF : SOV PROPOSED ITEM ON 
REDUCTION OF MILITARY BUDGETS OF PERM SC MEMBERS (ALLOCATED 
TO PLENARY;) FRENCH ITEM ON EFFECTS OF ATOMIC RADIATION (SPECIAL 
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POLITICAL COMITE); AND INCLUSION OF ARABIC 
AMONG UN OFFICIAL AND WORKING LANGUAGES(COMITE 5). OCT. 9 
GA WILL HEAR PRES OF UPPER VOLTA. AND CONTINUE GENERAL DEBATE 
WITH STATEMENTS BY MALAYSIA, MALI, SRILANKA, BHUTAN, ROMANIA, 
MAURITIUS, CHILE, TUNISIA AND GUATAMALA.

STATEMENTS ON MIDDLE EAST 

SYRIAN DEPFONMIN ISMAIL CHARGED ISRAEL WITH MASSIVE, 

PRECONCEIVED ATACK AGAINST EGYPT AND SYRIA IN ORDER MAKE THOSE TWO 
COUNTRIES ACCEPT CONDITIONS ISRAEL UNABLE IMPOSE OTHERWISE. 

HE CITED ISRAELI VIOLATION OF SYRIAN AIR SPACE AND ISRAELI 
TROOP BUILDUP AS INDICATION ISRAEL INTENDED ATTACK. THIS 
WIAS DIRECT CHALLENGE TO INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY. SYRIA 
WAS EXERCISING RIGHT OF SELF-DEFENSE, HE STATED, 

CLAIING FOR STRICT 

APPLICATION OF UN CHARTER, END TO ACQUISITION OF 
TERRITORY BY FORCE, AND SELF-DETERMINATION IN AREA. 

ISRAELI FONMIN EBAN, CHARGED EGYPT AND SYRIA WITH VILATING 
9167 CEASEFIRE LINES, STRONGLY REPUDIATED QGYPTIAN CHARGE FIGHTING 
ERUPTED AS RESULT ATTEMPTED SURPRISE ATTACK ON EGYPTIAN 
INSTALLATIONS BY ISRAELI NAVY, REFERRED TO UNTSO REPORTS 
WHICH REFUTED THIS "GROSS MENDACITY," AND CALLED FOR CEASEFIRE 
IN CONJUNCTION WITH RESORIATION OF 1967 CEASEFIRE LINES. HE I 
LAMENTED ISRAEL SUFFERED "TRAGIC LOSS OF LIFE," BUT 
NOTED EGYPT AND SYRIA SUFFERED MORE. GOI, EBAN TOLD GA 
RECEIVED "AUTHENTIC " INFO AT 4:00 AM THERE WOULD BE 
JOINT ATTACK, TWO HOURS LATER NUMBER OF DIPLOMATIC REPS, INCLUDING 
US AMB, WERE INFORMED IN HOPE THEY MIGHT BE ABLE TO 
INTERCEDE, AND ISRAEL HAD REFUSED TAKE ANY PRE-EMPTIVE ACTION. 

HE PREDICTED CENTRAL ISRAEL WOULD HAVE BEEN ATTACKED 

AND MASSACRE ENSUED IF ISRAEL HAD RETURNED EARLIER TO 

1967 BOUNDARIES AS MANY HAD URGED BEFORE. AMONG 

LESSONS TO BE DRAWN FROM THIS WERE: ISRAEL COULD NOT TAKE 

ITS SECURITY FOR GRANTED: EGYPTIAN AND SYRIAN THREATS MUST 

BE TAKEN SERIOUSLY, AND SAFE AND SECURE BOUNDARIES ARE IMPORTANT. 

IN COURSE OF SPEECH, EBAN MADE SHARP REFERENCE TO 
ZAIRE AND NON-ALIGNED.

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EGYPTIAN FONMIN EL-ZAYYAT ANNOUNCED EGYPTIAN FORCES 
CROSSED TO EASTERN BANK OF SUEZ CANAL AND HOISTED EGYPTIAN 
FLAG ON EGYPTIAN TERRITORY AND SYRIAN FORCES ALSO "LIBERATING" 

THEIR OWN TERRITORY. HE REITERATED ISRAEL BEGAN STRIKE ALONG 
EGYPTIAN AND SYRIAN LINES, DESCRIBED EGYPTIAN AND SYRIAN 
ACTIONS AS SELF-DEFENSE, SAND ARABS COULD NOT SUFFER

HE EXPECTED "TAKE UP ITEM ON ME IN DUE COURSE" AND DID NOT WANT DEBAT

IN REPLY TO ISRAEL, BAROODY (SAUDI ARABIA) WARNED THAT

NE GOVERNMENT "WILL TAKE ITS PLACE" IN UN SOON. INC OMPLETE 
DEPARTURE FROM WRITTEN TEXT, NU'MAN CONCENTRATED ON ME 
SITUATION FOR REMAINDER OF SPEECH, DELCARING THAT ISRAEL'S 
PERSIDENT REFUSAL TO RESPECT AND ABIDE BY SC AND GA RES 
IS TO BE BLAMED FOR ERUPTION OF HOSTILITIES. HE CHARGED 
"A SUPER POWER" WITH MATERIAL AND MORAL SUPPORT OF GOI. 

ASSERTING UN SHOULD NOT BE LIMITED TO RESES AND OPINIONS, 

NU'MAN CALLED FOR EFFECTIVE UN ROLE IN STOPPING AGRESSION. 

WITHOUT "SCRUPULOUS IMPLEMENTATION" OF RESES, HE ASSERTED, WORLD WILL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BE CONFRONTED WITH DEVASTATING SITUATION IN ME 
AND ELSEWHERE, NU'MAN SPOLE OF LEGITIAMTE RIGHT OF PALESTINIAN 
PEOPLE TO LIVE AS NATION IN THEIR HOMELAND AND NOT BE VICTIMS 
OF AGGRESSION OF UN MEMBER STATE. "UN IS CALLED UPON TODAY’ ", 

HE ASSERTED, "TO IMPOSE UPON ISRAEL COMPLIANCE WITH UN RESES",

CLAIMS OF SOVEREIGNTY THROUGH FORCE OF ARMS. ON BEHALF OF 
DELEGATION, NU'MAN SALUTED "HEROIC 

SACRIFICES AND DETERMINATION" OF PEOPLES OF EGYPT AND SYRIA, 

DECLATED YEMEN'S TOTAL SUPPORT AND SOLIDARITY WITH ARAB 
NATIONS, AND CALLED FOR END TO ISRAELI AGGRESSION. 

HUNGARY - DEPARTING FROM PREPARED TEXT, FONMIN JANOS PETER 
DECLARED THAT SINCE UN RESES NOT STRONG ENOUGH TO FREE OCCUPIED 
ARAB TERRITORY AND RESTORE RIGHTS OF ARAB PEOPLES, ARAB STATES 
HAVE RIGHT, ON BASIS OF CHAPTER 51 UN CHARTER, TO MAKE 
ALL EFFORTS TO LIBERATE THEIR TERRITORIES, (CHAPTER 5 1, UN 
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CHARTER, REFERS TO RIGHT OF UN MEMBERS OF SELF-DEFENSE UNDER 
ARMED ATTACK UNTIL SC TAKEN MEASURES TO MAINTAIN INTERNATIONAL 
SECURITY ) FONMIN ADDED HE WAS 
NOT INFORMED AS TO HOWACTIVITES IN ME STARTED . 

RETURNING TO PREPARED TEXT, FONMIN DISCUSSED VIET NAM 
SITUATION AT LENGTH, EMPHASIZING GOH ROLE IN ICSC AND DESIRE 
RO PROMITE FULL ENFORCEMENT TO TRUCE. DECLARING NEED 
FOR COOPERATION AMONG SIGNATORIES AND FOR INTERNATIONAL 
ASSISTANCE, PETER CITED THREE DANGERS IN VIETNAM SITUATIONV 1) FULL 
LEGAL CONDITIONS FOR FUNCTIONING FO ICSC HAD BEEN 
INTERRUPTED BY WITHDRAWAL OF CANDA AND STILL NOT IN 
FULL EXISTENCE; 2) NEED FOR PROVISIONAL REVOLUTIONARY GOVT 
AND SVN TO COOPERATE IN FRAMEWORK OF TWO-PARTY JOINT MILITARY 
COMMISSION WHICH, HE STATED, WAS NECESSARY FOR ICSC 
TO FUNCTION; 3) NEED FOR INTERNATIONAL ASSISTANCE ENCOURAGING 
COMPLIANCE WITH PARIS AGREEMENTS AND INCLUDING EQUAL TREATMENT 
FOR ALL THREE VIETNAMESE SIGNATORIES. FONMIN DECLARED THAT 
EITHER ALL VIETNAMESE GOVTS OR NONE SHOULD HAVE OBSERVER 
STATUS IN UN, NOT JUST GSVN. REFERRING TO TWO-PARTY 
JOINT MILITARY COMMISSION, FONMIN DECLARED TAKING NOTE OF THE 
TOWO SOUTH VIETNAMESE GOVTS DID NOT MEAN CREATING THREE 
VIETNAMS INSTEAD OF TWO; TALKS BETWEEN TWO SOUTH VIETNAMESE 
GOVTS ARE TO RESULT IN COUNCIL OF NATIONAL RECONCILIATION AND CON- 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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CORD. 

TURNING TO OTHER ASPECTS OF DETENTE, PETER CITED "LESSONS 
FROM CSCE AS FOLLOWS: 

1) IMPORTANCE OF INTRA-CONTINENTAL COMMUNICATION OF EUR 
NEGOTIATIONS; 

2) INTERACTION BETWEEN EUR PROBLEMS AND THOSE OF OTHER CONTNETS; 

3) NECESSITY OF COMPROMISE AMONTH STATES AND DANGER OF RIGIDITY; 

4) NEED FOR MUTUAL TRUST, NOTING NECESSITY OF POL DENTENTE 
PRIOR TO ARMAMENTS REDUCTIONS. HE STRONGLY URGED INCREASED 
INDUSTRIAL COOPARATION BETWEEN EAST AND WEST AS MEANS OF WITHSTANDING 

ADVERSITIES. 

FONMIN LOOKED FORWARD TO ASIAN SECURITY CONFERENCE , CITING 
FAVORABLE SIGNS IN VIETNAM, INDIAN SUBCONTINENT, COOPERATION 
IN KOREA, AND IMPORTANCE OF JAPAN. RETURNING TO ME PETER 
CITED UNITY OF ARAB STATES, GROWING ISOLATION OF UNREALISTIC GOI 
POLICY, AND RENEWED US INTEREST IN SOLUTIONS AS PERHAPS 
INDICATIVE OF NEW POSSIBILITIES OF COOPERATION. 

ON CHILE, HE COMMENDED SYG AND PRES GA FOR INTERVENING IN 
SANTIAGO ON BEHALF OF "MANY PATRIOTS" AND DECLATED HUNGARY 
HAD SUSPENDED DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH CHILE 

BECAUSE ITS EMBASSY UNABLE FUNCTION. FONMIN STRONGLY SUPPORTED 
SOVIET PROPOSAL OF ROB, STATING IT COULD BE BENEFICIAL IN PROMITING 
COOPERATION AMONG FIVE NUCLEAR POWERS, ENCOURAGING ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPENT, AND FACILITATING CONVENING OF WDC. FONMIN MAINTAINED 
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DURABILITY OF DENTENTE DEMONSTRATED BY SPEECHES IN GA WITH ONE 
EXCEPTION. HE NOTED PRC REP HAD NOT MADE SINGLE CONSTRUCTIVE 
PROPOSAL FOR IMPROVING INTERNATIONAL SITUATION, ADDING THAT WHILE 
PRC USED VETO IN SC TO PREVENT ADMISSION OF BANGLADESH, PRC ALSO 
ADVOCATED RECISION OF CHARTER GRANTING RIGHT OF VETO. PETER 
NOTED THAT US HAD ACCEPTED IT MUST EMBARK ON THE ROD OF CONSULTATIONS 
AND ASSERTED THAT "IT IS BUT MATTER OF TIME THAT TAIWAN SHOULD FIND 
WAY TO SETTLE ITS RELATIONSHIP 
WITH THE MOTHER COUNTRY".

DAHOMEY- FONMIN MICHEL ALLADAYE DELIVERED LENGTHY GA DEBATE 
SPEECH TOUCHING ON NUMBER OF AFRICAN AND GLOGAL ISSUES. 

REVIEWING DAHOMEY'S RECENT HISTORY, FONMIN ANNOUNCED THAT 
SINCE OCTOBER 1972, COUNTRY HAS BEEN RUN BY TEAM 
OF YOUNG MEN STRONGLY OPPOSED TO INTERNAL DISSENSION. ALTHOUGHT 
DAHOMEY WELL -EQUIPPED FOR INDEPENDENCE, COUNTRY'S ORIGINAL 
LEADERS PROMOTED REGIONALISM. BECAUSE OF THIS, ALLADAYE 
ASSERTED, DAHOMEY BECAME "SICKMAN OF AFRICA" AND FERTILE 
GROUND FOR IMPERIALISM AND NEO-COLONIALISM. FONMIN DELCARED 
THAT NEW GOVERNMENT HAD UNDERTAKEN TO FREE 

TISELF FROM FOREIGN DOMINATION. ALLADAYE NOTED THAT NEW DAHOMEAN 
GOVERNMENT HAD ESTABLISHED DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS WITH PRC, 

GDR, AND DPRK, AND HAD STRENGTHENED RELATIONS WITH OTHER 
AFRICAN NATIONS. 

TURNING TO SOUTHERN AFRICA, HE CONDEMNED CONTINUATION OF 
RACISM AND COLONIALISM IN SOUTH AFRICA AND PROTUGUESE TERRI- 
TORIES, APPLAUDED INDEPENDENCE OF GUINEA (B) , AND REITERATED HIS 
GOVERNMENT RECOGNITION OF NEW GUINEA (B) GOVERNMENT. 

ON SOUTHERN RHODESIA. ALLADAYE STATED THAT SITUATION FALLS SQUAREALY 
ON SHOULDERS OF UK. WHOSE ACTIONS LEND ENCOURAGEMENT 
TO OTHER STATES TO VIOLATE SANCTIONS . FONMIN ALSO ACCUSED 
SPAIN SAHARA AND BY NOT AGREEING TO GRANT THAT TERRITORY 
INDEPENDENCE. 

ON OTHER GOLBAL ISSUES, FONMIN ASSERTED THAT ISRAELI AGGRESSION 
IN ME CONSTITUTED THREAT TO PEACE, AND EXPRESSED

WORLD DISARMAMENT, AND PRAISED RECENT TALKS BETWEEN US 

AND SOVIET LEADRRS. ALLADAYE SUPPORTED DIALOGUE BETWEEN 

TWO KOREAS, AND EXPRESSED HOPE IT WOULD CONTINUE OUTSIDE OF UN. 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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HE CALLED HOWEVER FOR WITHDRAWAL OF ALL UN TROOPS FROM SOUTH 
KOREA, SUPPORTED DISSOLUTION OF A "ARMISTICE COMMISSION ", 

AND ASSERTED THAT CONTINUING PRESENCE OF ANY FOREIGN TROOPS 
THERE COULD NOT BE SUPPORTED. IN ECONOMIC SPHERE, ALLADAYE 
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SUPPORTED US PROPOSAL FOR 1974 WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE, CALLED 
FOR MONETARY REFORM AND BETTER PRICES FOR RAW MATERIALS FORM 
LDC'S AND ENDORSED SOVIET PROPOSAL CALLING FOR BIG 
POWERS TO REDUCE MILITARY BUDGETS. 

JORDAN - DISCARDING HIS PREPARED TEXT, FINMIN ZUHAYR AL-MUFTI 
DELIEVERED SHORT SPEECH DEVOTED ENTIRELY TO CURRENT ME CRISIS. 
FONMIN DECLARED THAT "FULL - FLEDGED FIGHTING IS RAGING " IN ME, 
"UNDERSCORING ENORMITY OF ISRAELI AGGRESSION" AND ITS CONTINUED 
SEIZURE OF EGYPTIAN, SYRIAN AND JORDANIAN TERRITORY 
FROM 1967 WAR. HE DECLARED THAT UN SHOULD CONTUNUE TO SHOULDER 
SUPREME RESPONSIBILITY FOR RESTORING PEACE IN THE ME AND FOR 
RETURNING OCCUPIED LANDS TO THEIR RIGHTFUL OWNERS. AL-MUFTI 
ASSERTED IT UNNECESSARY TO REFUTE ISRAELI CHARGES OF WHO 
STARTED CURRENT CONFLICT BECAUSE IT WAS RESULT OF CONTINUED ISRAELI 
AGGRESSION. HE NOTED THAT SINCE 1967, ISRAEL HAS OCCUPIED TERRITORY 
OF JORDAN, EGYPT, AND SYRIA AND ENSLAVED OVER ONE MILLION IN 
DIGENOUS INHABITANTS OF AREA. NOTING ISRAEL'S EFUSLA TO WITHDRAW 
FROM THESE TERRITORIES, HE ASSERTED THAT ALL OCCUPIED LANDS ARE 
MARKED FOR ANNEXATION FOR SECURITY OR RELIGIOUS REASONS AND THAT 
JERUSALEM WAS BEING DESPOILED DESPITE SC RESES. 

THE ANNEXATION OF OCCUPIED TERRITORIES WAS, EH INDICATED , PROOF 
THAT ECONOMIES IN OCCUPIED AREAS HAD BEEN SERIOUSLY DISRUPTED 
AND LIVES OF PEOPLE THERE SUBJECTED TO GREAT DEAL OF 
UNCERTAINTY. FONMIN DECLARED THAT JORDAN WANTED PEACE, 

BUT ASSERTED THAT ISRAEL HAD SHOWEN NEGATIVE ATTITUDE 
AND WAS NOT INTERESTED IN JUST AND LASTING PEACE, ONLY HEGE- 
MONY. AL-MUFITI DECLARED THAT JORDAN DESIRED JUST AND 
AND LASTING PEACE, BUT NAT AT EXPENSE OF LOSING ANY OF ITS 
TERRITORY OR ENSLAVEMENT OF ANY OF ITS PEOPLE. JUST SETTLEMENT 
SHOULD BE BASED ON WITHDRAWAL OF ISRAEL FROM ALL ALND IT HAD 
OCCUPIED IN 1967, ACTIONS TO REDRESS INSUSTICES INFLICTED ON 
PALESTINIANS AND IMPLEMENTATION OF SC RES 242. CLOSING, 

HE URGED UN TO UNITED IN ACTION TO SETTLE ME PROBLEM BASED 
ON PRINCIPLES OF UN CHARTER, REAFFIRMING IDEALS OF JUSTICE , PEACE 
AND FREEDOM.

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UKRANIAN SSR - IN HUMDRUM SPEECH, FONMIN SHEVEL CREDITED ANTI- 
IMPERIALIST FRONT OF PEOPLES , STRENGTHENED BY NEW STATES, 

WITH FORCING CAPITALIST PWERS ADOPT REALISM IN FOREIGN 
POLICY LEADING TO DENTENTE. SOVIET PEACE PROGRAM; BREZHNEV

IN THEIR RIGHT TO SELF-DEFENSE AND THEIR RIGHT TO LIBERATE 
THEIR OWN LANDS. HE SAID OCCUPATION BY ISRAEL OF TERRITORIES 
OF THREE ARAB STATES "THROUGH WAR OF AGGRESSION" HAD VIOLATED 
NOT ONLY NATURAL RIGHTS OF THOSE STATES, BUT ALSO PRINCIPLES 
OF UN CHARTER. FONMIN CONDEMNED ISRAELI "DEFIANCE" 

OF ALL UN RESES. PARTICULARLY THOSE DEALING WITH CHANGES 
IN OCCUPIED TERRITORIES AND CALLING FOR ISRAELI ADHERANCE 
TO CHARTER PRINCIPLE OF NON- ACQUISITION OF TERRITORIES. 

TURNING TO ME DISCUSSION IN SC THIS SUMMER (BUT WITHOUT 
REFERENCE TO US), HE SAID ONE "LONE" VOTE AGAINST RES DID 
NOT DIMINISH MORAL WILL OF SC, BUT THAT DISCUSSION AND 
MAIORITY VOTE SERVED TO ISOLATE ISRAEL IN WORLD. HE CITED 
AND EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR ME RESES PASSED IN OAU MEETING 
AND ALGIERS CONFERNCE. FONMIN SAID THERE ARE THREE REASONS 
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WHICH HAVE ALLOWED ISRAEL TO "CLING" TO OCCUPIED TERRITORIES 
1) ITS GREED AND BELIEF IN ITS POL/MIL SUPERIORITY, 2) 
ECONOMIC/POLITICAL SUPPORT IT CONTINUES TO RECEIVE FROM 
US, AND 3) FAILURE OF UN TO TAKE EFFECTIVE ACTION. 

NIGER-FONMIN SABO GAVE SPEECH MODERATE IN TONE. HE WELCOMED 
DETENTE, SPECIFICALLY US-USSR AND US-PRC NEGOTIATIONS, 

AND PREVENTION OF NUCLEAR WAR TREATY SIGNED BY PRESIDENT 
NIXON AND BREZHNEV. SABO WELCOMED PARIS VIETNAM AGREEMENT 
AND EXPRESSED HOPE THAT VIETNAMESE PEOPLE WILL BE ABLE TO 
ACCELERATE ON PATH TOWARD RECONSTRUCTION. HE WELCOMED 
INDO-PAKISTAN AGREEMENT AND LAOS ACCORD. ON KOREA, 

MINISTER SAID HIS GOVERNMENT SUPPORTS DIALOGUES WHICH HAVE 
BEGUN BETWEEN NORTH AND SOUTH AND EFFORTS TOWARD PEACEFUL 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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SETTLEMENT OF DIFFERENCES WHICH, HE SAID, MUST BE CONDUCTED 
IN SPIRIT OF SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE. HE 
REGRETTED CONTINUING FIGHTING IN CAMBODIA, PRESENCE OF 
"FOREIGN TROOPS" AND APPEALED TO MAJOR POWERS TO REFRAIN 
FROM INTERVENTIONS WHICH ONLY WILL AGGRAVATE SITUATION AND DO 
NOT CONFORM TO UN CHARTER. TURNING TO EUROPE, HE 
CONSIDERED CSCE GOOD EXAMPLE OF IMPROVING INTERNATIONAL 
CLIMATE. 

ON ME, SABO CONDEMNED IMPASSE WHICH, HE SAID, WAS DUE TO 
ISRAELI DEFIANCE OF RES 242. HE CALLED FOR ISRAELI 
WITHDRAWAL FROM TERRITORIES AND CHARACTERIZED ISRAEL AS 
COMPLACENTLY AGGRESSIVE. FOR THESE REASONS, NIGER HAD DECIDED 
TO BREAK RELATIONS WITH ISRAEL. FONMIN RECONFIRMED HIS 
GOVT'S SUPPORT FOR LIBERATION MOVEMENTS THROUGHOUT 
SOUTHERN AFRICA AND IN PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES. HE CALLED FOR 
AFRICAN COMMON ACTION TO HALT COLONIALIZATION AND REQUESTED 
WESTERN NATIONS TO END SUPPORT FOR ANACHRONISTIC REGIMES 
IN ORDER THAT SOLUTION BE FOUND TO COLONIAL PROBLEMS. 

HE WELCOMED INDEPENDENCE OF GUINEA (B), HAILED 

PAIGC. AND SAID HE HOPED GUINEA (B) WOULD SOON BECOME UN 

MEMBER. 

IN ECONOMIC SPHERE, SABO LAMENTED LARGE INEQUALITIES INVOLVED 
IN TRADE AND ECONOMIC GAP BETWEEN DEVELOPED AND LDC'S. 

HE DISCUSSED IN DETAIL NIGERIAN AND REGIONAL EFFORTS TO 
THWART SAHELIAN DROUGHT DAMAGES, AND THANKED UN FOR ITS 
HELP. HE PROPOSED MARSHALL PLAN FOR THE SAHELIAN COUNTRIES 
IN WHICH LOAN WOULD BE FLOATED ON WORLD MARKET. SABO SAID 
SIMILIAR PROPOSAL HAD WORKED IN EUROPE AFTER WORLD WAR 
H, AND THAT THERE WAS ENOUGH "IDLE CAPITAL" AVAILABLE IN 
WORLD. 

BOLIVIA-FONMIN GUTIERREZ GAVE SPEECH WHICH CONCENTRATED 
ON LA AND ECONOMIC PROBLEMS. HE SAID BOLIVIA IS SUFFERING 
FROM FISCAL DEFICIT, LIMITATIONS ON TRYING TO EXPLOIT ITS 
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OWN RESOURCES AND OTHER LDC PROBLEMS. FONMIN SAID HIGHLY 
INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES MUST HELP LDCS BY ESTABLISHING 
EQUAL DIVISION OF LABOR AND BY TRANSFERRING TECHNOLOGY TO 
HELP THEM DEVELOP RESOURCES. IT CANNOT BE POOR HELPING 
POOR BUT RICH MUST TAKE INTERES IN POOR AND IN ERADICATING

BOLIVIA FOR FIVE YEAR PROGRAM. 

GUTIERREZ CONTINUED THAT BOLIVIA IS CONCERNED ABOUT BEING 
LANDLOCKED COUNTRY. HIS GOVERNMENT HAS ASKED CHILE FOR 
OUTLET TO SEA AND HE SAID AN AGREEMENT WOULD CEMENT 
FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES AND DISPEL MISTRUST. 

HIS GOVT HAS PROPOSED DIRECT DIALOGUE AND HE HOPED THAT 
CONDITIONS WOULD SOON BE ESTABLISHED WHICH WOULD BRING 
FAVORABLE AGREEMENT. GUTIERREZ TALKED AT LENGTH AND IN 
COMPLIMENTARY MANNER ABOUT REGIONAL ECONOMIC EFFORTS, 
PARTICULARLY COMMON MARKET OF CENTRAL AMERICA. ANDEAN GROUP 
AND OAS. HE URGED CONTINUING LA COLLECTIVE EFFORTS TO HELP 
ECOSOC CONDITIONS IN LA COUNTRIES. IN PASSING REFERENCE 
HE MENTIONED PANAMA CANAL AND IN GENERAL STATEMENT, SAID

FONMIN REGRETTED ALLENDE'S DEATH, CALLING HIM BRAVE CAPTAIN AT 
HEAD OF CAUSE, AND LIKENED HIS DEATH TO THAT OF BOLIVIAN 
SOCIALIST LEADER. VILLAROEL. HE CALLED FOR UNITED AMERICAN 
HEMISPHERE "OF HUMAN HOPE" WITH CANADA INCLUDED. HE 
SPECIFICALLY PRAISED PRESIDENT NIXON AND KISSINGER EFFORTS 
WHICH HAVE LED TO RELAXATION OF WORLD TENSIONS. FOR MOST OF 
REMAINING SPEECH, FONMIN TALKED IN GENERAL TERMS ABOUT 
BRINGING END TO ARMS RACE, WARS AND ESTABLISHING PRINCIPLES 
OF FREEDOM AND JUSTICE FOR ALL. IN SPECIFICS, HE SAID THAT 
INITIATION OF VIOLENCE AND MATERIAL AID TO SUBVERSIVE 
GUERRILLAS DID NOT CONTRIBUTE TO PEACE AND JUSTICE. HE 
EXPRESSED HIS GOVERNMENT'S SUPPORT FOR USSR PROPOSAL FOR 10 
0/0 MILITARY BUDGET REDUCTION WHICH, HE HOPED. WOULD NOT 
REMAIN SIMPLE DEMAGOGIC VERBALISM OR LYRIC PROSE. HE 
REEMPHASIZED NEED TO HAVE INTERESTS OF LANDLOCKED COUNTRIES 
TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT IN INTERNATIONAL DISCUSSIONS. HE 
SUPPORTED MEXICAN PROPOSED CHARTER ON DUTIES AND RIGHTS OF 
STATES.

OF HOPE TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS AND WARNING TO COLONIAL 
AND RACIST AGGRESSORS. CALLING FOR SUPPORT, HE LOOKED 
FORWARD TO EARLY ADMISSION OF GUINEA (B) TO UN. HE STATED 
OVERTHROW OF LGEITIMATE GOVERNMENT IN CHILE BY REACTIONARY 
ELEMENTS PROVIDED VIVID EXAMPLE OF HOW COMBINED FORCES 
OF IMPERIALISM AND FOREIGN INTEREST CAN REPLACE PEACEFUL

BIG BUSINESS COULD DEMAND EMIGRATION OF SOVIET JEWS IN 
RETURN FOR TRADE AGREEMENTS WHILE AT SAME TIME FINDING IT 
IMPRACTICAL TO PUT ECONOMIC PRESSURE ON SA. CONDEMNING 
ATROCITIES IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, SECRETARY CITED OAU DISCUSSION 
ON ROAD TO FREEDOM BEING THROUGH ARMED STRUGGLE OF LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS. HE URGED CONTINUED UN ATTENTION TO STATUS OF 
FRENCH SOMALILAND AND STRESSED ITS RIGHT TO SELF-DETER- 
MINATION. IN CLOSING, SECRETARY EXPRESSED OTIMISM ON FUTURE 
OF INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION IN POLITICAL, SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC 
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SPHERES. 

BELGIUM-INDICATING THAT HE HAD NOT PLANNED TO DISCUSS ME 
SUBJECT. 

FONMIN RENAAT VAN ELSLANDE DECLARED THAT RESUMPTION OF 
HOSTILITIES IN THAT AREA MAKE CHANCES OF EARLY NEGOTIATED 
SETTLEMENT REMOTE. DECLARING THAT "WAR SOMETIMES BRINGS 
VICTORIES" BUT RARELY SOLUTIONS. FONMIN ASSERTED THAT UNDER 
THESE CIRCUMSTANCES UN CANNOT LOSE HEART AND MUST "APPLY 
ITSELF ONCE AGAIN TO WORK OF CONCILIATION AND PACIFICATION 
FOR WHICH IT WAS CREATED." HE STATED THAT SC MUST RAPIDLY 
TERMINATE THE HOSTILITIES, BEFORE FIRST SEEKING TO DETERMINE 
WHO IS RESPONSIBLE FOR CONFRONTATION, AND THEN IMPLEMENT 
"WITHOUT DELAY" RESOLUTION 242 SO THAT SECURE AND 
RECOGNIZED FRONTIERS, GUARANTEED BY INTERNATIONAL 
COMMITMENTS MAY BE ESTABLISHED IN THAT REGION. VAN ELSLANDE 
WELCOMED UN ADMISSION OF BAHAMAS, GDR AND FRG, OBSERVING 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THAT ADMISSION OF TWO GERMANYS WAS REFLECTION OF NEW SPIRIT 
OF DETENTE IN EUROPE AND OUTCOME OF "REALISTIC AND COUAGEOUS 
POLICY" PURSUED BY LEADERS OF BOTH STATES. IN CONJUNCTION WITH 
ADMISSION OF TWO GERMANYS, FONMIN SUGGESTED THAT UN CHARTER 
SHOULD BE AMENDED TO REMOVE CLAUSE "ENEMY STATES." 

FOCUSSING ON DETENTE IN EUROPE, FONMIN DECLARED THAT PRIOR 
CONDITION FOR DETENTE IN EUROPE WAS NORMALIZATION OF 
RELATIONS BETWEEN TWO GERMAN STATES AND THAT GOAL SHOULD BE 
NORMALIZED RELATIONS AMONG ALL EUROPEAN STATES, REGARDLESS OF 
THEIR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL SYSTEMS. HE STATED THAT CSCE 
SHOULD BE BASED ON "FIRM AND SOLID FOUNDATIONS," ATTACHING 
GREAT IMPORTANCE TO HUMAN RELATIONS. "DETENTE IN EUROPE WILL 
BE NEITHER COMPLETE NOR LASTING SO LONG AS PEOPLE CANNOT 
MEET TOGETHER FREELY, WITHOUT OBSTACLES OF ANY KIND". 

VAN ELSLANDE WELCOMED PROGRESS ACHIEVED DURING SALT 
NEGOTATIONS AND NOTED THAT MBFR NEGOTIATIONS WOULD BE 
TEST FOR SPIRIT OF DETENTE BECAUSE THERE CAN BE NO DETENET 
WITHOUT SERIOUS EFFORT TO REDUCE ARMAMENTS, TENSION AND 
THREAT OF WAR. ON OTHER GLOBAL ISSUES, HE CONDEMNED RACISM 
IN SOUTHERN AFRICA, LAMENTED OVERTHROW OF ALLENDE REGIME 
AND NOTED THAT HIS GOVERNMENT WAS CONSIDERING HUMANITARIAN 
ASSISTANCE TO VICTIMS OF STRUGGLE IN PORTUGUESE AFRICA. 

IN ECONOMIC SPHERE, VAN ELSLANDE DECLARED THAT EEC HAS 
ESTABLISHED GOAL OF INCREASING ITS COOPERATION WITH LDC'S. 

HE STATED THAT SYSTEM OF GENERALIZED PREFERENCES WAS 
START OF THIS TREND AND HOPED IT WOULD BE FOLLOWED BY 
COMMODITY AGREEMENTS TO STABLIZE PRICES AND MONETARY

BE ATTRIBUTED TO INFLATION AND DEVALUATION AND COUNTRIES 
CAUSING THAT PHENOMENON SHOULD BE MADE TO PAY. POLAND 
OPPOSED 523 NEW POSTS PROPOSED BY SYG AND COULD NOT GO
